THOSE  WHO  REFUSE  TO  COME  TO  THE 
LORD’S  TABLE. 

We  would  ask  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the 
conclusion  of  the  chapter  we  commenced  in  our  last 
number,  in  reference  to  those  who  absent  themselves 
from  the  Table  of  the  Lord. 

The  crow’d  is  dispersed,  the  street  is  silent,  they 
have  gone  their  ways.  We  have  not  kept  the  re¬ 
gister,  but  the  Great  Searcher  of  hearts  has;  and 
such  is  the  fact,  as  it  lies  expo-sed  before  him,  with 
respect  to  the  greater  number  of  the  dispersing  con¬ 
gregation.  If  the  eyes  of  those  indifferent  ones  could 
be  opened,  not  a  soul  but  would  shrink  with  terror 
from  the  sight  which  they  fear  not  to  exhibit  before 
the  face  of  him  who  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold 
iniquity.  “  But  the  God  of  this  world  hath  blinded 
the  minds  of  them  that  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of 
the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image  of  (lod, 
should  shine  unto  them.”  “Their  eyes  are  clo.sed 
that  they  cannot  see,  and  their  ears  are  heavy  that 
they  cannot  hear but  whether  they  will  hear,  or 
whether  they  wdll  forbear,  whoever  they  be  that  wil¬ 
fully  refuse  to  come  to  the  Iiord  s  Supper,  this  is  the 
truth  of  their  condition.  They  are  dying  creatures: 
some  will  die  to-night  and  more  to-morrow— many 
before  another  sacrament,  and  all  within  four-score 
years.  They  are  sinful  creatuies,  “  who  have  done 
what  they  ought  not  to  have  done,  and  left  undone 
w’hat  they  ought  to  have  done,”  till  there  is  no  health 
in  them  by  raason  of  their  sins;  and  of  this  sickness 
they  may  die  eternally, — consigned  to  sure  and  ever¬ 
lasting  wo.  Tfiis  is  not  a  condition  that  may  befal 
them  some  time ;  it  is  what  they  are  now  :  now  that 
they  walk  so  confidently  and  careles.sly  away:  dead 
in  one  sense,  and  dying  in  another — dead  souls  and 
dying  bodies,  murdered  both  by  sin:  Jet  them  alone, 
and  they  are  dead  for  ever!  “  If  our  Gospel  be  hid,  it 
is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost.”  Sinners  think  of  con¬ 
demnation  as  something  that  is  to  be ;  and  since  to 
mortal  vision  whatever  is  future  is  uncertain,  they 
feed  upon  this  uncertainty  and  call  it  hope.  Uncer¬ 
tain  !  How  then  say  the  Scriptures Death  passed 
upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have  sinned.”  “  By  one, 
judtrment  came  upon  all  men  unto  condemnation. 

“  In  Adam  all  died.”  “  He  that  believeth  not  is  con¬ 
demned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the 
name  of  the  only-begotten  Son  of  God.”  Man,  ^  a 
sinner,  is  not  in  the  condition  of  an  untried  criminal, 
waiting,  between  hope  and  fear,  the  time  of  trial,  un¬ 
certain  to  be  convicted  or  acquitted;  that  vague  fal¬ 
lacious  dream  of  many  a  lost  one  !  Such  a  criminal 
may  hope  in  spite  of  conscious  guilt;  because  Ins 
guilt  may  not  appear;  the  evidence  may  be  insuffi¬ 
cient,  the  judge  may  lean  to  clemency,  or  the  legal 
penalty  may  not  attach.  But  the  sinner’s  guilt  waits 
for  no  evidence,  reejuires  no  trial;  every  thou jjht  of 
his  heart,  every  criminal  movement  of  his  soul  has 
Jain  open  from  all  eternity  to  the  Almighty  judge;  he 
will  be  brought  up  for  judgment,  not  tor  trial . 
the  sentence  is  already  past ;  “  the  soul  that  sinneth, 
it  shall  die;”  it  is  the  e.xecution  only  waits!  Wo  to 
us,  if  even  that  be  not  pa.st  too;  if  the  substitute  has 
not  already  died,— if  our  sentence  has  not  been  exe¬ 
cuted  on  another,— if  we  were  not  in  Christ,  when  he 
was  brought  up  from  prison  and  from  judgment,  nailed 
in  him  on  the  cross,  laid  with  him  m  the  grave ;  wo 
to  us,  unless  judgment  and  justice  have  done  with  us, 
and  “  there  remaineth  no  condemnation  to  them  that 
are  in  Christ  Jesus.”  The  uncertainty  is  all  our  own, 
and  our’s  will  be  the  discovery  at  the  d«y  of  judgment. 
“  Whosoever  was  not  found  written  in  the  book  of  life, 
was  ca.st  into  the  lake  of  fire:”— The  Iamb’s  book  of 

life, found  written, — not  written  then ; — that  is  no 

day  of  pardon  or  acquittal :  we  must  be  pardoned  now, 
justified  now,  united  now  to  him,  who  has  made  an 
end  of  sin,  and  put  the  sinner  beyond  the  reach  of

no  benefit  of  his  death  ;  no  remission  of  sin  ;  no  sanc¬ 
tifying  spirit;  no  help  in  life,  no  hope  in  death,  no 
promise  for  eternity ;  for  these  are  tlie  benefits  dis¬ 
tributed  to  the  faithful  in  the  Iiord’s  Supper,  to  which 
you  are  not  entitled.  And  as  there  is  no  other  name 
given  under  heaven  whereby  we  may  be  saved,  but 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ;  in  wdiose  body  and  blood 
you  cannot  be  partakers,  there  is  but  one  sequence, — 
you  are  lost  for  ever !  It  is  an  awful  sentence  :  but 
it  is  yours,  not  ours ;  and  the  everla.sting  seal  is  not 
yet  affixed  to  it.  The  Saviour  still  repeats  the  loving 
words,  “Come  unto  me,  all  that  travail  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  refresh  you.”  The  scripture  still 
contains  this  precious  truth,  “God  so  loved  the  world 
that  he  gave  his  only-begotten  Son,  to  the  end,  that 
all  that  believe  in  him  should  not  peri.sh,  but  have 
everlasting  life.”  “This  is  a  true  saying  and  w’orthy 
of  all  men  to  be  received,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into 
the  world  to  save  sinners.”  The  church  repeats  her 
slighted  invitation,  “  Ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly 
re|>ent  you  of  your  sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity 
with  your  neighbour,  and  intend  to  lead  a  new  life, 
following  the  commandments  of  God,  and  walking 
henceforth  in  his  holy  ways;  draw  near  w’ith  faith, 
and  take  this  holy  sacrament  to  your  comfort.”  There 
is  yet  time.  “  To-day,”  while  there  remaineth  a  day, 
“if  ye  will' hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts.” 
“  Tewlay,  while  it  is  called  to-day,  lest  any  of  you  be 
hardened  through  the  deceitfulness  of  sin.”  There  is 
a  day  of  grace,  but  no  to-morrow.  “  For  behold  the 
night  Cometh  in  which  no  man  can  work.”  “  There 
remaineth  no  more  sacrifice  for  sin,  but  a  certain  fear¬ 
ful  looking  for  of  judgnieni.”

It  is  an  awful  predicament,  when 
we  consider  what  it  is  we  disbelieve,  and  the  authority 
we  set  at  nought  in  doing  so.  “  This  is  my  body 
which  was  broken  for  you.”  “  This  is  my  blood  of 
the  New  Testament,  which  was  shed  for  many,  for 
the  remission  of  sins,”  “  As  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread, 
and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  forth  the  L/jrd’s  death 
till  he  come.”  “  The  body  and  blocxl  of  Christ,  which 
are  verily  and  indeed  taken  and  received  by  the  faith¬ 
ful  in  the  Lord’s  Supper.”  “  The  strengthening  and 
refreshing  of  our  souls  by  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,

Such  a  thing  as  a 
barn  in  tbe  midst  of  a  farm,  I  think  wc  did  not  sec  through¬ 
out  our  day’s  ride.  The  road  being  very  fine,  (it  was 
Macadamised  with  great  care)  we  advanced  very  rapidly. 
We  were  afterwards  told  that  that  road  and  the  diligences 


soon  found  that  our  vaUt  and  his  mistress  had  answered 
our  inquiries  without  any  knowledge  of  the  subject.  The 
church  was  Lutheran  and  the  whole  service  and  sermon 
being  in  French,  were,  as  to  us,  in  an  unknown  tongue, 
except  that  wc  could  unvlcretantl  lUat  (Ka  prAaobor’s  sub¬ 
ject  was  the  consecration  of  the  Son  of  God  to  his  oflico 
of  Mediator.  After  we  had  sat  throughout  the  services 
as  strangers  to  all  that  was  said,  the  minister  at  the  close

travelling  was  at  the  rate  of  eight  miles  an  hour,  for  at 
5  o’clock  P.  M.,  we  were  whirled  up  to  the  messagerie 
at  Rouen,  having  left  Havre  at  10  A.  M.  and  gone  over 
nearly  60  miles.  It  being  Friday  when  we  reached  Rouen, 
we  determined  to  pass  in  that  place  our  first  Sabbath  in 
Europe.  The  intervening  Saturday  we  spent  in  seeing 
the  city  and  its  antiquities.  Rouen  is  situated  on  the 
Seine  at  the  head  of  navigation  for  large  vessels,  and  trades 
in  cotton  manufactures,  the  material  of  which  comes  from 
America,  by  way  of  Havre.  On  one  side  is  a  high  hill 
crowned  by  the  remains  of  a  fortification  and  castle  of  a 
very  early  age  ;  scarcely  any  thing  is  now  to  he  seen  but  a 
crumbling  wall,  almost  wholly  covered  under  the  soil, 
which  workmen  »re  digging  up  as  material  for  repairing 
the  roads.  From  that  hill  is  a  very  extensive  view  of  the 
city  ;  on  one  side  with  its  houses  of  leaden-coloured  slate- 
roofs  and  murkey  walls,  the  enormous  tower  of  its  cathe¬ 
dral  overshadowing  the  lesser  towers  of  several  other 
churches:  on  the  other  side  was  the  beautiful  valley  of 
the  Seine,  following  the  course  of  the  river,  which  here 
is  very  circuitous  and  extending  as  far  as  we  could  sec. 
Rouen  is  an  ancient  city,  the  walls  of  some  buildings  yet 
standing  said  to  he  1200  and  more  years  old.  The  ob¬ 
ject  of  most  interest  to  us  was  the  cathedral,  said  to  be  the 
finest  remains  of  the  ancient  Gothic  Church  architecture 
in  France.  A  church  stood  on  its  site,  some  say  from  the 
6lh  century ;  the  time  when  the  foundation  of  the  present 
building  was  laid  is  not  certainly  known,  but  the  building 
itself  was  in  part  at  least  erected  in  the  days  of  William 
the  Conqueror,  who,  we  were  lokl,  gave  several  of  the 
windows  of  painted  glass,  which  have  at  this  time  bril¬ 
liancy  and  freshness  of  colour,  as  though  they  were  the 
xvorkmansbip  of  yesterday.  In  the  church  lies  the  body 


arch  behind  us,  immediately  sounded  in  full  swell  the  tune 
of  Old  Hundred.  It  was  like  a  voice  from  the  churches 
in  our  land  in  which  we  had  worshipped  together  with 
beloved  brethren  in  Christ.  We  were  overpowered  with 
the  sudden  associations.  Languages  are  sectional,  music 
is  universal.  AYhile  the  words  sung  were  foreign,  the 
music  was  alike  in  all  our  ears.  The  words,  even  of 
a  strange  tongue,  we  were  almost  impelled  to  sing,  when 
th*  tunc  was  Old  Hundred.  That  tune  is  eminently  Pro¬ 
testant.  Composed  by  the  great  leader  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  it  has  lasted  for  more  than  three  centuries,  and  is  yet 
in  undiminished  favour  with  all  the  reform'ed  churches  of 
the  world.  In  the  afternoon  we  returned  to  the  same 
church  for  the  English  worship,  still  hoping  from  the  as- 
sura^ice  given  by  our  guide,  to  hear  our  own  liturgy.  But 
we  at  once  discovered  his  want  of  information  as  to  such 
matters.  A  congregation  of  seventy  or  seventy-five  was 
assembled,  and  the  preacher  gave  us  a  most  excellent  dis¬ 
course  from  the  .^4—56  verses  of  the  6lh  chapter  of  St. 
John.  In  regard  to  the  sermon  we  had  nothing  to  regret, 
for  it  was  eminently  evangelical  and  most  distinctively 
and  decidedly  Protestant.  And  withal  it  was  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  strong  and  well  cultivated  mind,  and  delivered 
(without  notes)  with  great  fluency  and  energy.  It  con¬ 
tained  a  remarkably  clear  exposition  of  the  text  in  which 
our  Saviour  aflirms  the  necessity  of  eating  his  flesh  and 
drinking  his  blood  in  order  to  having  life.  The  impres¬ 
sion  made  upon  us  by  the  discourse  may  have  owed  much 
to  the  circumstances  in  which  we  heard  it  in  a  foreign 
country  where  we  were  ready  to  acknowledge  any  one  as 
an  old  acquaintance,  who  spoke  in  our  own  tongue,  in 
the  midst  of  an  immense  Catholic  population,  and  after 
the  absence  of  many  weeks  from  any  place  of  worship.
